The guaranteed minimum price 
of $1.25 a bushel, plus prospective 
participation payments, will prob- 
ably induce many farmers to sow 
more wheat than they did in 1943.

PEARL HARBOR, Feb. 19.— 

Meagre official reports indicat- 
ed today that powerful U.S. 
marine and army invasion forces 
rapidly were extending their in- 
itial beachheads on Eniwetok 
Atoll, 750 miles northeast of 
bomb-battered Truk, with com- 
plete conquest perhaps already 
in sight. 

While 16-inch-gun American bat- 
Ueships joined cruisers, destroyers 
and planes in a pulverizing bom- 
bardment to cover the advances on 
Eniwetok, other clements of the 
Pacific fleet apparently were re- 
tiring from the Carolines after sub- 
jecting the bastion of Truk to a 
smashing carrier-based air assault, 

(Radio Tokyo last night again 
told the Japanese people of “fierce 
fighting” at Truk and warned that 
the American attack was part of an 
offensive pattern whose ultimate 
aim was an assault on Tokyo. The 
broadcast added no fresh details to 
yesterday's Japanese communique, 
which said Japanese army and 
navy forces had intercepted the 
American units.) 


HEAVY BOMBARDMENT 

The 22nd Marine division and 
elements of the 106th Army infantry 
division (probably a total of at least 
20,000 men) pushed ashore on Eni- 
wetok under a drumfire, air-sea 
bombardment Thursday and suc- 
cessfully established beachheads, 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander of the Pacific fleet, an- 
nounced in a communique shortly 
after noon (4 p.m. M.W.T.) yester- 
day. 

Powerful naval task forces which 
sent carrier-based planes against 
Truk Wednesday still were main- 
taining radio silence and details of 
the destruction they wrought await- 
ed their return to friendly waters.

MOSCOW, Feb. 19.—Ger- 
man forces below Lake. Ilmen 
appeared to be in full retreat 
toward the Baltic states today 
in an attempt to escape a new 
Soviet trap threatening the} 
railway junctions of Pskov | 
and Dno. 

Yielding the fortress of Star- 
aya Russa and Shimsk, 28 miles to 
the northwest, the Germans fell 
back westward along the railway 
and highway to Pskov as Soviet 
armies cut deeper into their 
northern flank and endangered 
their route of retreat. 

Front reports indicated the en- 
emy also would abandon Dno,

City Missionary 
En Route Home 


HUNTINGTON PARK, Calif, 
Feb, 19.—(AP)—Clifford T. Paul- 
son, a missionary en route to his 
home in Edmonton, related yester- 
day that he was forced to leave his 
10-year-old son, Philip, a prisoner 
of the Japs when Paulson and other 
members of the family fled across 
southern China and finally reached 
safety in India 

“Philip was in a primary school 
some distance away from. our 
home in Kiangi province,” Paul- 
son said. “The Japs attacked 
suddenly and we fled, We could 
not rescue Philip because the 
part of China where he was in 
school. had already fallen into 
the hands of the enemy.

(A dispatch from Daniel De 
Luce, Associated Press corres- 
pondent in the bridgehead, at 
noon today said the German of- 
fensive, renewed with even great- 
er force than ever, was being 
held, and that infantry and tanks 
had retaken ground during two 
hours’ fighting for which the Ger- 
mans paid a heavy price the day 
before.) 

As the battle of the beachhead 
mounted to a new peak of in- 
tensity the Allied Fifth Army, 
newly-reinforced by New Zea- 
land and Indian units shifted 
from the British Eighth Army 
front, smashed forward in the 
Cassino sector. 

The resurgent offensive on the 
southern front smashed through 
the Cassino rail station half a mile 
south of the almost completely en- 
circled German stronghold and won 
the dominating heights. 


HURLS IN 4 DIVISIONS 

Kesselring threw four full Ger- 
man divisions, backed up by others 
in reserve, at the Anzio beachhead, 
and the Allies were forced to give 
ground before the tank and in- 
fantry attacks along the Anizio- 
Rome road below Aprilia. 

(A Berlin communique said that 
in fierce fighting below Rome the 
Germans “advanced their ring of 
encirclement” up to two and a half 
miles south of Apilia.) 

(The Rome radio said the Al- 
lies had counter-attacked in the 
area of the Mussolini Canal on 
the right wing of the beachhead 
where the Germans were said to 
have made deep _ infiltrations 
earlier.)

Canada Faces No Danger 
Of Wheat Shortage Even 


If Current 


Crop Is Poor 


By JAMES McCOOK 


OTTAWA, Feb. 19—(CP) 


—Agriculture Minister Gard- 


iner said yesterday in the Commons that despite heavy 
proposed shipments of wheat to the United States there is no 
danger of a shortage in Canada even if this year’s crop is 


poor. 


The House began a review of 
agricultural department estimates 
totalling $17,623,062 after approv- 
ing non-war defence department 
estimates amounting to $56,010. 


Mr. Gardiner announced that 
wheat acreage reduction payments 
will not be continued this year. The 
program, designed to reduce wheat | 
production when surpluses were at 
record levels, required an appro- 
priation of $32,081,000 in 1943-44. 
The 1944-45 appropriation of $4. 
265,000 was expected to be suffici- 
ent to seitle remaining claims and 
cover administration costs. 


HOLIDAY ABANDONED 

The House gave evidence of de- 
termination lo speed the session by 
accepting without comment a gov- 
ernment suggestion for sitting on 
Friday evenings, abandoning a 
holiday which usually prevails until 
later in the session. | 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
said he would mcve Monday that 
the House not sit on Wednesdays, | 
leaving that day free each week | 
for committee work. } 

If full discussion were held in 
committee, House debates would 


have said in the past. 

Lt.-Col. Arthur Ross (PC-Souris) 
said a dominion-provincial confer- 
ence in December had decided 
Canada should not increase wheat 
production in 1944 but the United 
States had decided on an increase. 
A year ago wheat storage had been 
more than 463,000,000 bushels but 
today it was only 348,000,000. An- 
nouncement had been made of 
United States plans to buy 175,000,- 
000 bushels. 

Mr. Gardiner replied that wheat, 
oats and barley acreages would 
be about the same as in 1943 and 
they were the main crops used 
for feed.

No Additional 
Govt. Aid For 
Beet Growers 


OTTAWA, Feb. 19. — (CP) — 
Finance Minister lIisley said last 
night in the Commons the govern- 
ment does not plan further aid to 
sugar beet production but intends 
to continue tax concessions to 
encourage output. 


Mr. Ilsley said that during the 
past few weeks the government had 
representations about 
sugar beets, some suggesting addi- 
tional assistance to production and 
others asking that present prices 
be maintained until the 1944 crop 


EXCISE TAX LOWERED | 
There had been a reduction of | 
one-half cent a pound in the excise 
tax on sugar in 1942 and an addi- 
tional one-half cent cut was made | 
in 1943. These reductions, taken in| 
association with the prices being | 
received, had improved returns and 
in Alberta and Manitoba had re- 
sulted in increased production. 

But in Ontario the assistance had | 
failed to bring increases since} 
farmers preferred other crops be- 
cause of labor conditions, 


Mr. Iisley said the government 
had been encouraging greater 
production of soybeans and other 
crops. While the world sugar out- 
look was less favorable, this did 
not necessarily mean more Cana- 
dian land should be transferred 
to sugar beets in preference to 
certain other crops. 

The government deemed it inad- 
visable to increase the assistance to 
sugar beet production, a matter in 
which provincial governments had 
always taken a special interest, said 
Mr. Ilsley, but the Dominion would 
not remove excise tax concessions. 

The government controlled im- 
ports of cane sugar and it could see 
no prospect of a reduction in the| 
price of sugar during the 1944 crop 
period.

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he New Oil Supply 


Completion of the Canol pipeline brings 
into being one of the major wartime pro- 
jects undertaken in Canada. The primary 
purpose was to make oil available for the 
Allied fighting forces in the North Paci- 
fic area. While conditions have changed 
drastically, this does not condemn the pro- 
ject as an emergency war measure, for an 
emergency unquestionably existed when it 
was planned and started. 

That the pipeline will be useless in after- 
war years is sheer assumption. Men have 
gone into quite as remote places and 
Spent as much money to bring oil to sea- 
boards in other parts of the world; and our 
post-war world will need more oil than the 
pre-war world ever used. General Somer- 
vill, who should know if anyone does, has 
rated the Mackenzie oilfield with the larg- 
est on the continent. That the valves will 
be shut and this great oil supply left im- 
prisoned in the ground when the immediate 
cause of the development ceases to operate 
does not seem at all probable, 


Wiped Out 


Hitler's ten trapped divisions in the 
Cherkassy pocket are no more. Of an esti- 
mated 80,000 men caught in the trap, Mos- 
cow reports that 52,000 were killed, 11,000 
captured, 2000 to 3000 were flown out to 
safety, the others are being hunted down 
in the woods and hills where they sought 
to hide, 

From the outside of the death ring Von 
Mannstein is reported to have lost 20,000 
men in furious attempts to break through, 
and 600 or more tanks. This brings the 
total enemy losses well up toward 100,000 
men, 300 airplanes and more than 1000 
tanks, plus the booty captured by the Red 
forces when the battle ended. It is the most 
costly defeat suffered by the Nazis since 
Stalingrad. 

“Liquidation” of this desperately resist- 
ing Nazi force frees perhaps twice as many 
Russian troops for action against the 
weakened enemy barring the road to Ru- 
mania. In that already panicky satellite 
state the effect is bound to be far-reaching, 
for there cannot be:much hope now that 
invasion can be blocked, or even long de- 
layed. If Rumania does not “bolt” this 
will probably be for the same reason that 
Finland has not dropped out of the Axis 
line-up—that the country is too heavily 
garrisoned with German troops, 


Japan’s Inner Outposts 


The air attack on Ponape island marked 
another lifting of the creeping barrage 
that United States forces are directing 
against enemy positions in the central 
Pacific. This Jap base is only 400 miles 
from Truk, and the apparent purpose is to 
capture both bases without delay. 
When that is done the enemy hold on the 
Carolines will be badly shattered, and the 
next important group to the west is—the 
Philippines. 

The raid on Ponape was the prelude to 
an all-out assault on Truk by the largest 
task force the Allies have yet assembled in 
the Pacific. This is the greatest of all the 
bases the Japanese have established out- 
side Japan. They have spent twenty years 
perfecting it for both offensive and defen- 
sive purposes. Truk and Ponape are the 
last major strongholds barring the road 
to Tokyo and Manila from Pearl Harbor 
and from the Solomons, Their loss would 
wreck the island defence line behind which 
Tojo and his pals planned their scheme of 
conquest. 

It may be that the attack on these bases 
will draw the Japanese battle fleet into 
action and precipitate the greatest naval 
engagement of all time in the Pacific. 
Tokyo rather suggests the contrary. The 
commander, it says, is waiting for “golden 
opportunity” to attack the Allied battle 
fleet. He can’t be looking very hard, or is 
looking in the wrong direction, if he doesn’t 
see the need of doing something to save 
the Carolines. 


An Industrial Peace Plan 


The new Labor Code introduced in par- 
liament by Hon. Humphrey Mitchell is 
a*vroved by the leaders of organized labor 
and 's the ‘efore likely to be satisfactory to 
em yees generally. 

The plan safeguards the right of em- 
ployees to belong to unions; forbids unions 
controlled or financed by employers; 
makes collective bargaining compulsory; 
and bans strikes, strike threats and slow 
downs without compliance with the con- 
ciliation regulations. While the Code is to 
apply only to war industries and national 
industries at the outset, any provincial 
government can make it apply to all in- 
dustry within the provincial boundaries, 

The code covers much the same ground 
as the much-discussed interim wage order, 
and if the latter is not repealed it will pre- 
Sumably be recast so as to conform with 
the letter and spirit of the legislation. Be- 
cause it is legislation, and will be fully dis- 
cussed in parliament, the code will be more 
willingly accepted than even the same 
terms would be if embodied in an order-in- 
council. 

The proposed Code is conciliatory in 
tone and purpose, and in this conforms to 
the general trend of labor policy and legis-

lation from the time the present Prime 
Minister framed the first Conciliation Act, 
now many years ago. There is every reason 
to suppose that it will make for industrial 
peace and uninterrupted operation; 7d 
this is the main public interest in labor 
relations, 


Tailoring Restrictions 


It is reported that the wartime restric- 
tions on men’s tailoring have been largely 
lifted in England, In short, Englishmen 
may again enjoy double-breasted suits and 
pleated trousers, as they did in the halcyon 
days before the struggle. 

It is not a vital matter, but a good 
many thousands of Canadians are begin- 
ning to wonder why these restrictions, lift- 
ed in England, should still prevail in 
Canada. 

Canadians would doubtless be happy to 
travel in breech-clouts, provided they were 
warm enough, if the adoption of that 
quaint and abbreviated costume would help 
to win the war. Nor will Canadians be- 
grudge their English brothers any luxuries 
after the hardships they have undergone 
for four dreadful years, 

Nevertheless, it is galling to reflect that 
these restrictions still hang on in Canada 
when the necessity for them has apparent- 
ly passed. 

The stories of wool shortage conflict 
sharply with other stories of jobbers’ ware- 
houses being packed with raw wool all over 
the United States. 

Perhaps someone on the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board would be good 
enough to explain this conflict in reports 
and give some adequate reason, other than 
the customary terse and almost offensive 
statement, why Canadians so inclined may 
not have double-breasted suits and pleated 
pants like their good friends in England.

Earth Not Storehouse of 
Ma-kind But Security 


Of Bankers 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Recently I seized the occasion, 
in this space, to comment on the 
extraordinary fact that the demand 
for monetary reform had now ex- 
tended through all classes and con- 
ditions of society. I observed, as 
I recollect, that the movement to- 
wards monetary reform, which was 
once regarded as 
the peculiar 


property of 
ecrackpots and 
ne’er-do-wells, is 


now endorsed by 
most of the stb- 
stantial and 
sound thinkers 
of this decade. 

There has 
fallen into my 
hands, this week, 
a document 
which offers re- MIATOIG ty Wel 
markable and timely proof of this 
contention, 

It is a copy of a letter which has 
been sent by some of the most emi- 
nent and distinguished men in Bri- 
tain to the highest ranking eccle- 
Siastical authorities of the British 
Isles, 

The text of this letter is the 
iniquity of the private monopoly 
on currency and credit. The ap- 
peal of this letter is for a national 
control of money and credit. 

It is so concisely and vigorously 
put that I can do no better than 
quote it in full: 


First Step 


“We, all of British blood and 
descent, having studied the funda- 
mental causes of the present world 
unrest, have long been forced to 
the conclusion that an essential 


first step towards the return of 
human happiness and brotherhood 


jwith economic security and liberty 


of life and conscience, such as will 
permit the Christian ethic vo flour- 
ish again, is the immediate resump- 
tion by the community in each 
nation of its prerogative over the 
issue of money including its mod- 
ern credit substitutes, \ 

“This prerogative has been 
usurped by those still termed in 
general, “bankers”, both national 
and international, who have per- 
fected a technique to enable them- 
selves to create the money they 
lend by the granting of bookkeep- 
ing credits, and to destroy it by the 
withdrawal of the latter at their 
discretion, in accordance with en- 
tirely mistaken and obsolete ideas 
which they do not defend against 
impartial and informed scientific 
criticism and examination, In this 
way a form of national money debt 
has been invented, in which the 
lender surrenders nothing at all, 
and which it is physically an im- 
possibility for the community ever 
to repay. Any attempt to do so 
produces the artificial “economic 
blizzard,” as it did after the 1914-18 
war, 

“This has led to the gradual rise 
of a form of national, international 
and supranational power, dominat- 
ing through its monopolization of 
the National social credit all the 
basic creative activities of man- 
kind. Thus, in this as in other 
countries, it has become impossible 
to obtain publication in the press, 
or to broadcast on the radio, the 
truth concerning this economic en- 
slavement which hold the peoples 
of the world in thrall. 


Forced Levy 

“Under the world’s present 
financial system the money, except 
for a now trifling proportion, is 
originally created by the issue of a 
loan at interest by the “bankers”, 


who lend nothing themselves but 
in effect make a forced levy in kind 
on the nation by conferring on the 
borrower the power to purchase a 
corresponding amount of wealth 
on the market, which wealth des 
not belong to them, or those who 
borrow from them, but to the com- 
munity. The proceeds of the issue 
of new money—whether of paper 
or any other form of credit money 
—belong to the nation in which it 
is, or is accepted as, legal tender, 
and not to the issuer. Herein lies 
the basic flaw of the existing 
monetary system. 

“By this method, which has come 
to be regarded as legal by virtue 
of established practice, the banks 
in our country are responsible for 
the issue of new money of their 
own creation amounting today to 
between two and three thousand 
million pounds— this being the dif- 
ference between loans extended, 
including those to themselves, and 
those repaid since they instituted 
the system a number of years ago 
—and are thereby extracting by 
way of interest an annual tribute 
from the nation of over 100,000,000 
pounds for what has now become 
to them a relatively costless and 
riskless service. But the real 
danger, well understood in every 
preceding era of history, is the 
undermining of all lawfully consti- 
tuted authority by the creation and 
destruction of money carried on 
in secret for private gain and the 
acquisition of power. 


Power Group 

“All forms of government, 
whether conservative, liberal or 
labor, fascist, socialist or commun- 
ist, fall alike under the control of 
political power group, which is 
ultimately, and in large measure 
unwittingly, dominated by the 
money creators and manipulators. 
In this way the national political 
power, which, if the individual is 
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to enjoy the maximum of personal 
freedom consistent with his duty 
to his conscience and his fellows, 
should be distributed throughout 
the people, has been usurped with- 
out their knowledge or consent, 

“It will be seen that ‘he present 
monetary system, which by its dis- 
regard of primary physical and 
ethical laws is inevitably destroy- 
ing the civilization into which it 
has been introduced, requires 
rectification both in its material 
technique and in the ethics which 
at present inspire and control this 
technique. It {s particularly in 
view of its devastating effects in 
the moral sphere that we have ven- 
tured to refer to ecclesiastical au- 
thority, and to invoke the churches 
to action. 

“We therefore appeal to you in 
your position of great authority 
and influence to proclaim the truth 
to the nation on this subject and 
in the hope that you may see fit to 
disseminate as widely as possible 
the text of this statement, whereby 
this vitally important question may 
be brought to the light of day and 
earnestly enquired into by the 
peoples of the British Common- 
wealth, 


Usury 

“We do so in all Christian fellow- 
feeling, knowing and honoring the 
efforts you are making against the 
abuses of ovr present economic 
system and the evils of usury, and 
believing that the world is now in 
the gravest crisis of its history. 
The issue of new money by the 
money-lender is an unforeseen re- 
sult of the modern cheque as a 
substitute for national money—a 
valuable invention which in itself 
was undoubtedly social and be- 
nevolent in intention and effect. If 
the cheque system were corrected, 
as it can be simply corrected, to 
restore to the nations their right- 
ful prerogative over the issue of

Fooling the People? 

Editor, Bulletin: It is time that 
social creditors and monetary re- 
formists of all kinds quit fooling 
the people. 

The people’s control of the cre- 
ation and issue of cash and credit 
would not cure unemployment and 
poverty. It car be proved in fif- 
teen minutes to any intelligent, 
open-minded person that there is 
no deficiency in the quantity of 
money that enters into active cir- 
culation and the total pfice of all 
goods and services that come on the 
market for consumption. For every 
dollar handed down to consumers 
in the price of goods and services 
there is a dollar received by some- 
one either as wages, rent, interest 
or profit. 

The trouble is in the private own- 
ership and control of the produc- 
tive resources that permits a com- 
paratively small number of people 
to receive as income the bulk of 
the money entering into active cir- 
culation, leaving the greater num- 
ber that much less and goods of 
equal value unsold and unconsum- 
ed. Production can be brought into 
balance with consumption and un- 
employment and poverty cured 
only when the people, collectively 
own and control their productive 
resources, 

More people are beginning to 
see this and the time is coming 
when the present crop of monetary 
reformists will be relegated to the 
scrap heap, where they belong.

Egg Prices 

Editor, Bulletin: Today farmers 
were in with a few dozen eggs and 
were surprised when told that the 
price of fresh eggs in Edmonton 
were so low, Grade A large being 
thirty cents per dozen, 

They realized that the average 
price would be about twenty-four 


cents, and knew that it was impos- 
sible to feed hens at this time of 
year and receive so small amount 
for their produce. Many of them 
stated that they were unable to do 
so and in future were quitting the 
egg business. 

The packing plants who offer to 
buy the farmers produce claim the 
government takes all their eggs and 
ship them overseas in powder form. 
If our government are doing so and 
need eggs, may I suggest that they 
pay enough that would assure the 
producer at least an average of 
thirty cents per dozen. If they do 
not, soon there will be a shortage 
which in turn will increase egg 
prices when the producer has, as 
anyone would under the present 
system, quit producing that which 
he must sell at a loss. 

At present there is much talk 
about our present distributing sys- 
tem and monetary reform, but if a 
set price were placed on eggs that 
could be produced at a profit with 
the result that soon there would be 
a surplus, how would said surplus 
be taken care of?

Interest Rates 

Editor. Bulletin: I would like to 
compliment “The Bulletin” on its 
forthright editorial the other day 
(issue of Jan. 26th) dealing with 
the theme of “Ruinous Interest 
Rates” being paid by the city of 
Edmonton, ie., from 442 to 6 per 
cent. interest on a net debt of more 
than $22,000,000, I have noted with 
amazement your assertion: “More 
than a million dollars are being 
paid out each year in these interest 
charges, which are excessive in 
point of fact as well as in point of 
comparison. The result is that pio- 
neer citizens have had their life 
savings confiscated by the city, 
through unpayable and = unjust 
taxes...” 

My concern in the above matter 
has been well described by the fol- 
lowing paragraph in the recent 
| brief submitted to the federal cab- 
inet by the organized farmers, with 
reference to “farm credit”: 

“That the policy of the Canadian 
Farm Loan Board be extended and 
that it be encouraged to make new 
loans on a less conservative basis 
than it has previously adopted, and 
at the lowest possible rate of in- 
terest...” Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture). 

On the surface, an urban reader 
may not sense a very direct rela- 
aionship between the interest on a 
farm mortgage and the aforesaid in- 
terest charges on the net debt of 
your great capital city. A little re- 
flection on this matter, however, 
will soon set an urban mind on the 
right “beam”, 

I have long felt that, with such a 
slim “profit margin” between farm 
costs and farm revenues, from six 
to eight per cent, on agricultural 
debt is too heavy a lbad for the 
average producer to “service,” out 
of his average income, let alone get 
rid of! I think that the lending 
interests would be showing wisdom 
by progressively reducing this im- 
mense over-burden, more into align- 
ment with today’s rates, If, there- 
fore, the city of Edmonton con- 
tinues to pay “from 4% to 6 per 
cent.,” to that extent. my hope for 4 
per cent, (as a general level for 
farm money) goes out the window,

66 A ND they journey—in the wilderness—toward the sunrising” 


(Numbers 21:11). This verse, imbedded as it is in the 

narrative of the wanderings of the Israelites, might very 
easily be missed by the casual reader, and yet it presents to us a pic- 
ture of a great host, finding themselves in very uncongenial surround- 
ings, yet with their faces toward the light. Surrounded by the 
wilderness, it is true, but with a goal in view, and with their faces 
turned steadfastly toward it. Is there no suggestion, no inspiration, 
no symbolism here to encourage us in these dark days? The sojourn 
of these people in the barren lands had been long, and there appeared 
to be no immediate prospect of alleviation of their lot. There was 
only one thing to do—march on—keep plodding, and so “they 
journeyed toward the sunrising.” 


This is the way we must travel the road of life, for whose faces 
the light has the brightness thereof reflected upon his countenance. 
There is no need for such an one to speak of his own achievements, 
nor to excuse the inefficiency of his present by harping on the glories 
of his past. When the light of the great sunrise falls fully upon your 
life, as far greater glory than your own is revealed. 


Furthermore, he who travels toward the sunrise sees all of life's 
viscissitudes against a glorious background. No, the troubles of this 
life do not necessarily become lighter, its problems are just as acute, 
but one can see beyond them the breaking of a glorious day. Then, 
too, such a traveller is never bothered by the shadow of self. Turn 
your back upon the light, and immediately the shadow of self springs 
across your pathway, How many of us there are who can get rid of 
all else that hinders our spiritual development save the shadow of 
ourselves. Well there is only one way to see it go—journey with your 
face toward the sunrising, and the shadow will fall into jts proper 
place—behind you. 


There is too, the very encouraging fact that in travelling in this 
direction the light will increase as we progress. Of course there is 
much in life that we cannot understand. Many dark spots that wring 
from us the question “why?” but tell us, those of you who have been 
pressing toward the sunrise for these many years, are not life’s 
greatest problems often solved with the passing of time as we daily 
press toward the brightness? and if not here, well praise God there 
is a place just beyond the dawning of that glorious day where “We 
Shall know even as we are known”, 


Peradventure you, my reader, are one of God's children travelling 
in the wilderness, no growth, no apparent sustenance, no clearly 
marked path, surrounded by continually shifting sands. Well brace 
up, keep your shoulders squared and your face toward the light, 
Trust in God, do your duty, and thine eyes too shall see the sunrising, 
but more than that, “Thou shalt behold the King in His beauty, and 
thou shalt view the land” which is, after all, not so very far off

The problem of getting the most 
food for your money is in many 
families an important problem, 
especially since in the average fam- 
ily the food bill is the largest 
single bill which must be met.

When she finds out how to feed 
the family as inexpensively as 
possible she has learned but half 
of the lesson—it is only when she 
feeds them well at the same time, 
that she has learned the whole 
lesson. 

When the family income is low it 
becomes especially important to 
make sure that the foods purchased 
are nutritious as well as inexpen- 
sive, In order that all the needs of 
nutrition may be met, the food 
buyer must understand what makes 
a well-balanced dietary and must 
provide the necessary protein, 
foods minerals, vitamins, and so on. 
Also, special thought may be re- 
quired in determining how much is 
to be spent on milk, butter or its 
substitutes, eggs, and how.much on 
starches, which are generally in- 
expensive, 

When the housewife gets down to 
fundamentals she finds that the 
diet depends upon what foods are 
generally selected. When she goes 
to the market, she does not attempt 
to take home a portion of all the 
food displayed, but makes a selec- 
tion. If she chooses at random, she 
may spend a great deal more 
money than is necessary and still 
not have all the foods needed for 
good health; whereas if she chooses 
foods carefully, not only for cost 
but also for nourishing qualities, 
she may spend less money and ai 
the same time, ensure that her 
family will be better fed. 

When you try to boil down the 
problem of feeding the family in- 
expensively, you will find it rests 
upon this basis of right food selec- 
tion. By understanding what group 
of foods supply certain elements, 
then it is possible to choose among 
all of the foods in that group in 
order to take the one which fits 
your particular food budget

West's bid of four dia- 
monds has warned the declarer 
that he must expect freak distribu- 
tion, It looks fairly safe, however, 
to lead the eight of diamonds, win 
with the ace and return the queen 
of diamonds, A careless declarer 
now might ruff with the four of 
spades and have it over-ruffed, but 
South should ruff with dummy's 
nine-spot, Now what should East 
discard? If he discards a club, he 
sets up the whole club suit. If he 
discards a heart, the declarer will 
cash the ace of hearts, ruff a heart, 
and his jack becomes good, 

Suppose that when dummy ruffs 
fhe diamond with the nine of 
spades, East makes the fine play of 
under-ruffing with the deuce, South 
should reason that East is trying 
to protect four hearts to the queen 
and four clubs, which would leave 
him four spades and a diamond

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


Today, when many a mother is 
left alone with her children or is 
compelled to live with them in a 
strange city bereft of relatives, 
friends and even a husband ex- 
cept for limited periods, there is 
an overwhelming temptation to 
allow children to fill all the roles 
heretofore filled by others. 

As one mother explained, when 
her husband went away she was so 
desperatelyy lonely she took her 2- 
year-old in bed with her, just for 
company. Now that the crisis is 
past and she would like the child 
to sleep in her crib, she is adamant 
against the change. 

As we look around us we see too 
many parents clutching their chil- 
dren to them, possessing them ut- 
terly, because it is personally satis- 
fying to do so. The parent thinks 
only of herself—for it is most often 
a woman— and gives little or no 
consideration to the effect on the 
child, 

These “possessed” children have 
little opportunity to become inde- 
pendent and self-reliant. They are 
always being protected and indulg- 
ed by adoring parents. They can- 
not step out of the house without a 
watchful parent beside them. All 
of their amusements are family- 
flavored. They go out to dinner, to 
the movies, to play golf, to skate, 
in the company with one or both of 

the parents. 

Their lives are lived in a tight, 


little family circle, excluding the | 


world, excluding friends of their 
own—except as they accept the 
family—so that increasingly they 
become more dependent upon it. 

Parents bask in such an atmo- 
sphere. They feel themselves to be 
protective, loving, self-sacrificing 
narents—everything for the chil- 
dren. They cannot see their own 
selfishness nor their deprivation of

The Modern Home 


Of Today 


Tour of Well-Planned South Side Struc- 
ture Reveals Interesting Features 


By HOUSE HUNTER 
So many people are ‘house minded” today, either buying 
or building a home, that we think they would be interested in 
knowing what to look for, or plan, in their new home, so today 
we went with one of our best-known real estate men to see a 
particularly charming and well-planned house, and we shall 


try to tell you about it. 

It is situated on 83 avenue, a 
paved and tree-lined avenue in 
a very nice district. The house 
is of snowy-white clapboards 
with red roof. The concrete 
foundation is marked to simu- 
late stone. The approach and 
steps, which are on concrete 
pillars sunk below the frost line, 
are of B.C. fir, painted with four 
coats of waterproof paint. The 
front door, of 2-inch B.C. fir, has 
six panels and a heavy brass lock. 
Opening this door we entered 

the vestibule where there is ample 
space for wraps. The floor is of 
maroon marboleum cemented on 
the B.C. fir sub-floor so it is level 
with the living room floor, and is 
very easily kept clean, A_ pretty 
arched doorway opens to the 
13’ 6’x21’ living room, a bright and 
very charming room, with No, 1 
oak floor. 

Facing south are three large win- 
dows, with the sash placed high so 
it does not interfere with the line 
of vision. The gas fireplace is in 
alcove design, and follows the color 
scheme of the room, buff to cream 
walls, with suction finish floral de- 
sign and white coved ceiling. On 
each side of the fireplace there is 
a long window facing west, and 
making the .room cheerful and 
sunny. There is no ceiling light, 
but there is a double plug in the 
mantel, and eight plugs conven- 
iently placed for lamps and radio, 


SEAT FOR PHONING 

To the right of the living room is 
a cream and white hall opening 
into two bedrooms and the bath- 
room. In this hall there are two 
large closets and one narrow closet 
for smaller linens, and a little al- 
cove for the telephone. Below it is 
a door—we couldn't imagine what 
for, but on opening it we found a 
a seat that pulled up and out for 
use while phoning, and then it 
could be tucked away again, 

The front bedroom jis quite large, 
decorated in pink with white ceil- 
ing, and has a ceiling fixture and 
double electric plugs. The double 
window faces south, and there is a 
large clothes closet, finished like 
the bedroom. Near the floor in the 
closet is a small door, which when 
opened exposes water pipes, in 


room floors are of maple. The sec- 
| ond bedroom is in pale green with 
white ceiling and looks fresh and 
| restful. The clothes closet is very 
| large with shelves extending over

The bathroom has an alcove for

The walls 
are cream to white with black trim, 
with the base stippled in deeper 
cream. All had one priming coat 
and then three coats of enamel, 
and gleams like a mirror. Al! 
handles are oval in black and 
white. Hinges and sink fixtures are 
in chromium, nickel-plated. 

Below the window is a one-faucet, 
built-in sink with sloping drain 
boards on each side and one long 
work shelf, all with molded corners, 
finished on the edge with metal 
stripping.

inch. The thimble in the chimney 
is on a level with gas range, so the 
stove pipes will not be exposed. 

The entire house is insulated 
and is plastered in gyproc plaster 
with putty coat, giving a particu- 
larly smooth finish, and all can be 
washed without injury. 

All inside doors are of two panel 
B.C. fir and we noticed how well 
they were placed to allow for the 
arranging of furniture, and how 
every bit of space was utilized. The 
casings are narrow on doors and 
windows, and the entire inside fin- 
ish was done by one man who Is 
an expert in his line. It is notice- 
ably perfect.

Continued from Page Eleven 
they would be happier than if 200 
or 300 of them were placed in one 
big building miles away from any- 
one they knew,” the minister stated. 

“We discussed this with the 
Municipal Association. We agreed 
to pay a grant of 30 cents per day 
per inmate to any municipality 
providing a suitable home for this 
class of resident, and tie associa- 
tion approved of it unanimously. 
So we are providing a sum of 
money in the estimates for this 
purpose. | 

In reviewing departmental stat- 
istics, for the year ended March 31, 
1943, Dr. Cross said there were 
18,203 births in the province, the 
greatest number in any year since 
the province was formed. The 
number of deaths wis 6,077, the 
second lowest number on record; 
and the infantile mortality rate was 
38 per 1,000 births, the lowest on 
record, 

Maternal death rate figures were 
also lowest in provincial annals, 
standing at 2.4 per 1,000, the min- 
ister said, 


TUBERCULOSIS DIVISION 

The government's tuberculosis 
division cared for 794 patients in 
the Keith Sanatorium and other 
hospitals, and examined 9,277 out- 
patients at T.B, clinics, The T.B. 
death rate was 33 per 100,000 of 
population including deaths of In- 
dians, and only 18 per 100,000 if the 
Indians, who are a responsibilty of 
the Dominion government, are ex- 

cluded, 

No poliomyelitis deaths were re- 
corded in the year, and 39 patients 
suffering from the disease were 
cared for by the province. Twenty- 
two of this number received special 
training and are now self-support- 
ing, and only 8 new cases were re- 
ported during the year, the House 
was told, 

The provincial cancer service 
provided free treatment for 529 
patients, and clinics examined 
another 2,055 persons. The num- 
ber of cancer deaths was approxi- 
mately 700. Dr, Cross said, “The 
number of deaths from this dis- 
ease has been decreased slightly 


since these free clinics were 
started.” 
Provincial mental institutions 


eared for 2,976 patients, and mental 


hygiene clinics examined and gave | 


advice to another 1,582 persons. The 
increase in the number of mental 
patients over the previous year was 
108. 

The government's social hygiene 
service treated 1,688 patients, and 
examined 1,146 others, At the pres- 
ent time, 95 per cent of all cases of 
social diseases are being cured, Dr. 
Cross said, 

NURSING SERVICE 

The government's district nurs- 
ing service provided treatment for 
27,819 patients, and gave 12,583 in- 
oculations and vaccinations, The 
service now has 34 nurses, who in 
addition to their health work, also 
visit and give direction in homes in 
their districts where delinquent or 


neglected children have _ been 
placed, 
The minister continued: “Our 


health units, of which w: have 
nine serving approximately 150,- 
000 persons embrace full-time 
preventative health services, 
which include pre-natal hygiene, 
baby clinics, child hygiene, in- 
oculation against communicable 
diseases, school medical examina- 
tions and health education. 

“It is the policy of government to 
extend these health units to cover 
the entire province, just as soon as 
the trained personnel required can 
be obtained.” 

During the year, the public wel- 
fare department of the government 
assisted 98,747 persons, covering 
direct relief, hospitalization. and 
medical care, Dr. Cross stated. In 
the poorer districts of the province, 
there are 15 doctors on contract to 
give medical care to indigents. 


REPORT ON CHILDREN 

Children who have beeh made 
wards of the province now number 
1,508, and 566 children were legally 
adopted in the last year. The num- 
ber placed in foster homes was 560, 
and out of 1,126 handled, only nine 
turned out to be incorrigible, the 
House was told, 

Seven areas have been set up 
in northern Alberta for the Metis 
population, and so far, 2,178 Metis 
have been rehabilitated. They 
have cleared over 1,000 acres of 
land, and had 630 acres in crop 
this year, said the minister. 
“The duty of a department of 
health and public welfare is to pre- 

vent as far as possible unnecessary 
suffering and unnecessary deaths, 
and what I find is the main cause 
of unnecessary suffering is the lack 
of money on the part of individuals 
to get proper medical and hospital 


care when it would do the most 
good, For that reason 1 have al- 
ways been strongly in favor of 
some form of health insurance, 


something that would remove this 
constant fear and worry over doc- 
tor and hospital bills and at the 
same time not do more harm than 
good through regimentation and in- 
creased taxation, 

“When I was appointed minister 
of health for this province. I ha 
great hopes that I could give the 
people of Alberta complete health 
services and also disease preven- 
tion services within a few months 
after I took office, but the powers 
that control money ruled otherwise. 
Everything. that we did by way of 
legislation in order to get control 
of our own money and credit, which 
was necessary before this could be 
given, was declared ultra vires or 
disallowed,” Dr. Cross said, 


DID NEXT BEST THING 

“So, realizing that [ was not go- 
Ing to be permitted to carry out 
my plan in full, 1 had to do the 
next best thing, that is carry it out 
in part, All health seryices given 
today are being paid for out of tax- 
es, and every step forward has to 
he carefully considered from the 
standpoint of money before it can 
be taken, so you can see that even 
yet money is still considered more

“We are being promised better 
conditions after the war. | submit 
that if money is not put in its 
proper place, that is, made a ser- 
vant for man instead of being his 
master, our condition will be 
worse instead of better. 

“We are being told by some fed- 
eral members in their speeches, 
that the present economic system 
will be in a stronger position after 
this war than it as before the war 
started. What they are saying in 
effect is that finance will be in a 
stronger position to force a strangle- 
hold on the taxpayer than” they 
ever had before, 


DANGEROUS ATTITUDE 

“This is a very dangerous. altt- 
tude for members of a democratic 
government to take, they seem to 
be entirely unaware of the fact that 
the opposition to their way of fin- 
ancing the war and all other govern- 
ment projects, will also be much 
stronger than it ever was before. 

“Other federal members are con- 
demning the Progressive Conserva- 
tives for being too reactionary, and 
the socialists for being too radical 
and they are inviting us to go with 


them down the middle way. Mr. 
Speaker, I submit, if they were 
good Liberals they would have 


been on the real middle way long 
ago, which is true democracy, but 


up until a few months ago they 
were just as reactionary, if not 
more so, than the Conservatives, 


but now that they see their actions 
are driving people to extreme rad- 
icalism they are going to give us 
reforms. 

“T am satisfied that this will ap- 
pear to all thinking people as a 
| trick to get votes. and that it will 
not fool very many. Promises will 
not count in the next election. It 
must be done beforehand and be 
working to the advantage of the 
average citizen before they can 
depend on his support. 

“When we examine the Ppro- 
posed reforms, for my part | fail 
to find any comfort in them. For 
health insurance, each individual 
over 17 years of age must pay at 
least $25 a year, and for social 
security he must pay another 50 
cents a week, or $26 a year, and 
for those who cannot pay, and | 
am satisfied that will be a good 
25 per cent., the provincial gov- 
ernment must levy an additional 
tax from those who have already 
paid their share, to make up the 
deficit. 

“Over and above all this, by the 
end of March our federal debt will 
be approximately 12 billion dollars, 
this at 3 per cent. equals 360 million 
in interest to be paid, which is 
more than half what the total fed- 
eral revenue was before the war, 
to say nothing of the interest on 
provincial, municipal and private 
debts. This is the wonderful middle 
way, paved with private money 
monopoly, that the citizens of Can- 
ada are being invited to travel. 
Thank goodness a few more people 
are beginning to realize that our 
federal government instead of issu- 
ing bonds, could just as well issue 
money, but our treasury officials 
go on exchanging the credit of 
Canada for the inferior credit of 
the banks and compelling the citi- 
zens to pay at the present time well 
over a million dollars a day in in- 
terest for the use of the banks’ 
money. 

COULD BE AVOIDED 

“This gigantic debt created by 
ignorant politicians working with 
crafty financiers, never needed to 
be incurred, This money to service 
these debts has to come from the 
average citizen. The reason for 
suffering now is lack of money, 
The average citizen hasn't got suf- 
ficient money or he would provide 
his own health services and eco- 
nomic security, but we are going 
to be asked to collect it anyway. 
and if he doesn't pay, seize his 
property, put him out of produe- 
tion. 

“Mr. Speaker, I submit if this is 
what is going to be done, it will 
not’ be Jong until the state owns 
everything, and we will have state 
socialism forced on us by a reac- 
tionary Liberal government, 


FUNDAMENTAL DUTY 


“The fundamental duty of a gov- 
ernment is to see that goods and 
services are made available to all 
its people, and then protect their 
individual rights and freedom; so 
any system that defeats this object- 
ive and increases human suffering 
as it becomes more and more effici- 
ent must be based on wrong prin- 
ciples, 

“Capital working with labor has 
been very successful in producing 
goods, they have produced all we 
need, Labor has not failed, capital 
thas not failed, but our system of

the wages for labor have not been 
sufficient to provide all workers 
with social and economic security. 
“The result is that tens of thou- 
sands of people now have to 
depend on charity or assistance 
from general revenue for their 
existence, 
“Most of our 


economists agree 


‘that the solution is full employment 


at fair wages. I submit, Mr. 
Speaker, that if all our people 
could’ be employed at fair wages as 
long as they live, it would be a 
solution for their economic security. 
But when we speak of fair wages, 
we must consider the price of 
goods, taxes, medical and hospital 
services, education, recreation with 
pay, modern homes and the best 
of care when their working days 
are over. Any honest worker de- 
serves to have these things just as 
much as the man he is working for. 


HAS SAME DESIRES 

“He has the same desires, the 
same fears and worry, made of the 
same flesh and blood, and he wor- 
ships the same God, who is no re- 
specter of persons. When dealing 
with this we must not forget the 
business men, the farmers and the 
owners of industry. These men are 
also working long hours and they 
have the additional burden of 
planning and financing their opera- 
tions. 

“Competition is becoming 
keener all the time and the 
human body is not physically and 
mentally equipped to carry on 
under the extra strain, with the 
result that a terrible toJl in lives 
of men in executive positions is 
being taken today through nerv- 
ous breakdowns and heart failure. 
“Now if our economic planners 

can show that they can take care 
of all these things without plunging 
the country further and further 
into debt, and taxing most of us 
out of homes in order to keep up 
the interest on the increasing debt, 
I am all for it, but Dr, Cyril James 
has stated, and this is the econo- 
mist whom they are taking advice 
from, that in order to provide full 
employment, Canada will have to 
be prepared to go hundreds of 
millions of dollars further into debt 
each year. 

ACCEPTED BY MANY 

“Some people are inclined to ac- 

cept this as being satisfactory be- 
cause they are being told that it will 
not be a debt in the true sense of 
the word, as we will owe it all to 
ourselves. Now we know that a 
great percentage of all bonds sold 
to date have found their way into 
the hands of private bankers and 
financiers so labor and industry 
are going to be called on to pay 
the interest on a good 80 per cent 
of our total debt to less than 10 per 
cent of our people. Consequently 
the average taxpayer is going to 
have to assume the burden of any 
increase in our debt, and it will be 
a real debt to him because he will 
be forced to pay by his own gov- 
ernment just the same as if it 
were owed to some foreign country. 


“The result, without the shadow 
of a doubt, will be financial 
chaos. Now why is it that our 
“men in authority seem to be will- 
ing to leave us open to this dis- 
aster, | think | can see two rea- 
sons. One is that finance sees a 
grand opportunity to reap an- 
other rich harvest. They are in 
control now and they are so 
blinded by their own greed as to 
think they can get away with this, 
the greatest of all swindles, be- 
fore the people are aroused to 
their true position. 

“Money has been in control so 
long that those receiving benefits 
from the power it gives them, fail 
to see the handwriting on the wall 
and that is that industry and labor, 
{hat have for so many years been 
kept divided, fighting each other 
for the few crumbs that finance 
has been pleased to let them have, 
are beginning to learn that they 
have a common enemy, finance, and 
that the day is not far distant when 
they will unite to overthrow its 
power, The political situation to- 
day is this: we have two parties 
supporting industry against labor, 
and two other political parties sup- 
porting labor against industry. Just 
one political party tells them both 
the truth and that is that for the 
good ot all concerned they should 
unite their forces and kick the 
money munipulators right out of 
the picture. 

“One other political party has a 
sole purpose that seems to be to 
make us forget who won the battle

We lend it to you on condition that 
you pay back twice as much in 
twenty years. If those in industry 
would use ordinary sound judg- 
ment they would say, take back 
your monye because we can't per- 
form miracles, but instead they 
tighten down on labor and raise 
prices in an effort to pay back 
more than they borrowed and no 
matter how hard labor works. or 
how long hours it puts in, it can- 
not create one dollar bill; but fin- 
ance must have all it loaned plus 
interest paid back in money. The 
law gives finance the monopoly 
over the creation and distribution 
of all money, so we have industry 
a slave to finance, and labor a slave 
to industry, the two slaves fighting 
each other and being sicked on by 
ignorant, selfish politicians. 

“And the other reason is, and 

! hate to think that it might be 
true, finance has warned our 
economic planners and our politi- 
cians that if there is any tinker- 
ing with our money system to do 
away with their monopoly over 
the creation and distribution of 
money and credit and their stran- 
glehold over the people through 
the present system of interest 
and usury, they will throw their 
money power behind some other 
party. | am inclined to believe 
that there is more to this than 
the average citizen realizes. 
Whatever the reason is, it is quite 
evident that we haven't got men 
in authority today who are brave 
enough to put everything else 
aside and give the average citi- 
zen an even break. 

“The reason we are headed for 
disaster is that we are asking in- 
dustry and labor to do something 
that is physically and financially 


impossible under present laws. 
Then we wohkder why we have 
strikes. 


OBJECTIVE IS WRONG 

“Our vision for the future is bad 
and our objective is wrong, Full 
employment is not the goal to aim 
at; the main objective should be to 
see every citizen in Canada has a 
good standard of:living. If we all 
have to work 8, 10 or even 12 hours 
a day to do it, then I am sure the 
Canadian people are not lazy, they 
will do it. In every individual there 
is an irresistible urge to go forward 
to better conditions. We are only 
obeying some divine imperative, 

“We can not stop progress in 

science, even if we wanted to. If 
we did we would soon be overrun 
by other nations, so we are going 
to have new machines and more 
machinery, Our progress in inven- 
tion and science is the work of 
many generations, are we going to 
throw it back into their faces say- 
ing we can’t use it because it does 
not suit our dark age economic 
system. No Mr. Speaker | don’t 
think we are. 

“The urge to go forward is ir- 
resistible so there is bound to be 
less and less work to do, but pro- 
duction will be kept up. So what our 
economic planners are saying is 
that no matter how much our mach- 
ines can produce, even if it is more 
than we can possibly consume, we 
have to keep everybody working 
anyway. I admit that work is good 
| for human beings. It helps to take 
‘their minds off their individual 
worries; too much work without 
recreation is bad, But to force peo- 
ple to work for the sole purpose 
of getting purchasing power into 
their hands, is foolish and it shows 
a lack of real vision on the part of 
our politicians and economists. 


SIMPLE TO SOLVE 

“We know it is a very simple mat- 
ter to solve the money problem by 
| our federal government taking back 


| money and credit in Canada. Once 
that is done, the machinery or 
mechanies to get sufficient of it into 
the hands of all consumers so they 
can buy what they need is also 
very simple; it can be done through 
prices, wages, bonuses, dividends, 
It doesn’t make any difference 
which, and this can be without in- 
terest or debt to the individual. 
Once we get this set-up in oper- 
ation, then the most prgoressive 
step and one that will require the 
knowledge of social workers, tech- 
nicians, and scientists to carry it 
out, will be open to us. 

“So many hours of work will 
be required to keep the machines 
going and to do all the other odd 
jobs. We will have so many will- 
ing workers to do the work, it 
may require 8 hours a day of 4 
hours or even less, it is more 
likely to be less, but before this is 
finally decided our scientists and
